SCENE 


Clerk Duckworth .Collapses After 


Reading a Strou? liidictment 


Against Himself. 


SACKAMENTO, January 22.—One of the 


most dramatic secnea ever witaeaBed in 
the halls of the legislature wae enacted 
at the closing of the assembly eeBBion 
this evening when Ohief Clerk S. J. 
Duckworth, overcome hy hia efforts to 
maintain hia position, succumbed to 
nature and waa led, tottering, away 
from the desk from which it baa been 
sought in vain to dislodge him. The 
air about the capitol hud been filled 
with mystery all day long and tbe nod- 
dinga and mutteringa bad betokened 
that something unnaual was aatir. 


Before recess was taken Duckworth 


had presented hie answer to the com- 
mittee which was appointed by the 
caucus to request hie resignation. The 
clerk had asked for an opportunity to 
vindicate himself; for the privilege of \ 
facing bis accusers and replying to tbe j 
charges against him. To consider this 
answer a caacue was called at 2 o'clock,: 
the result of which was kept secret un-1 
til action was taken in the assembly. 
During the 
second reading of bills i 


shortly after the electric lamps had been ; 
lighted, Mr. Wright of Alarneda arose i 
and eaid tbat the time had now come i 
•when tbe committee on attaches should 
make its report regarding the temporary 
organization. 
Chairman Yosbnrg of 


the committee presented hia report,! 
which was handed to the clerk to be i 
read. 
' 


A number of the aaeemblymeu had 


left the city, bat their Beats were occu- 
pied, and the atmosphere in the assem- 
bly chamber was stuffy, BO great was the 
crowd. Amid a breathless silence the 
clerk read the report which was a strong 
indictment auainet him, and then turn- 
ing to the epi-aker, he asked that the 
house grant him a hearing. This was 
objected to as being out of order and 
without precedent, by Mr. North of 
Alameda, and a murmur of expectancy 
went around the house. The minority 
report wne then read and Leon Denuery 
of Ban Francisco asked that Duckworth 
be given u hearing. 


A substitute for the minority report 


was presented by Mr. Leavltt of Ala- 
meda, which provided that a committee 
of seven be appointed by the house to 
investigate the whole matter of tem- 
porary organization. Sbanahan, the 
tall sycamore of Shasta, moved that 
the word temporary bo stricken out, but 
the motion was lost in the tumult. 


Judge Brldgeford of Oolusa then got 


the floor and made a ringing speech that 
created a profound impression. It was 
an able argument as well aa a strong 
arraignment of all who wore connected 
with the scandal of the pay roll. . lie 


""•aitnh'iYi? Duckworth were * inlffiUMt, 


he should be given a chance to prove 
his innocpuce. If he were guilty ho 
ehould be punished, bat there were 
others oh tbe floor of the house equally 
aa guilty as the clerk and that all the 
burden of blame should not rest on the 
shoulders of Duckworth. Those who 
had shared the patronage bestowed by 
the clerk's abuse of power should not 
attempt to stanil behind him and aeo 
him covered witii all the ignominy.

It was iiot a question of abnee of 
power. It was a question of the law's 
infraction; and tbe speaker read from 
the code the number of clerks who 
who should constitute the organization 
of the house.

His eyes were blind with tearsl 
but he kept on till the end when the 
paper from which he was reading 
dropped to the desk, and placing both 
hands to his head be reeled from where 
he bad been standing. One of tho as 
Blatant clerks caught him and led him to 
a seat, to where a number of sympa- 
thizers rushed. 
The question was put, the suhatitut

She did not enjoy 
oing locked up and told Howard that 
he thought strongly of tolling the 
rhole truth, as advised by her mother. 
"1 know," said Uulda to her lover, 
tbat you are responsible for a myateri- 
us death, and I could easily put a rope 
round your nock." 
Howard, through hia 
cell door, 


leaded with bis sweetheart and bagged 
ier to stand by him to the end. They 
cere both crying, and it was not dilU< 
ult to hear Howard crying. 
The Van Seandt woman repeated this 
tory several times, and was a good wit- 
leaa nmler cross-examination. Hor sia- 
er, Mra.

FRANCISCO, January 22.—The 


French collier Madeleine arrived today 
'rom Oallao, Peru, via Acapulco, after a 
remarkable and disastrous voyage. Be- 
Fore the Bteamer put into Callao one of 
tier boilers exploded, badly injuring five 
ot her crew, who were left in a hospital. 
When near Acapulco, on January 2d, a 
quarrel which was breeding between the 
chief engineer, Obe Necanicep, and 
Second Olficer Dramand, ended in what 
Is thought will be murder. The engi- 
neer deliberately shot the second oili- 
er. 
There waa no duol fooght and the

On that day Mrs 
McLeod went to the City Hall to secure 
n warrant for her husband's arrest 
During her absence McLood called o 
the house and on her return he began ti 
abuse her, choking her and indirectly 
causing her death from heart disease 
with which she was troubled.

TUe Proper Care of 


Cows. 


„, 
following paper on "Dairying" 


was read by Miss Minnie Eshelman at 
tho Farmers' Institute held at Selma 
last Wednesday. It received high praise 
from tho assembled agriculturists as 
well as Irom the university professors 
who came down to conduct the institute. 
It contains many suggestions of prac- 
tical value: 


The problem of tbe present low prices 


of dairy products can only be met by in- 
creasing the output ol each cow in the 
hord to her fullest capacity. 
Many 


dairies have cows of the beef order, 
this usually is a source of loss to the 
owners. 
While occasionally a good 


milk cow may bo found among this 
type, it must bo considered as an in- 
dividual merit, not as a fixed quality 
that is transmitable, for it may never 
recur again among her offspring. Lite 
ie too short to hunt for them. Ihe 
horseman does not look for speed among 
draft stock; he goes to those who have 
horses that had sires of speed and met- 
tle. The dairyman must give up the 
idea ol general purpose cowe and use 
those that have been specialized for 
him by long years of training and care- 


VbVciairy "cow is not a beautiful ani- 
mal, with her thin, flat thighs, prom- 
nent bones, long sway back of ten higher 
at the tail than at tho shoulder, by her 
wedge-like construction giving room for 
the large udder to be attached high up 
and extended well forward. Her only 
claim to beautv is in tbe intelligent face 
and nervous eyes that respond quickly 
to a caress or shrink from an uplifted 
hand. This is a different animal from 


the separator add. »5 yaerlr to the value 
ol each cow In the herd. This estimate 
is very coniervative and would Indicate 
much cloor Ikimming from pans than 
is commonly done in this pait ol tbe 
valley. 
In making butter (rom the separator 


the cream from 
several 
skimmings 


should be carefully and thoroughly 
mixed. A starter ol buttermilk may 
bo added or the cream allowed to ripen 
by itself. By this last method there 
wilt be found a lack of uniformity iu 
the flavor of the butter. When, on 
on the other hand, buttermilk is used, 
or a new starter is prepared from tho 
milk of a fresh cow, and enough of the 
ripened cream reserved each time to 
renew tbe desired bacterial growth iu 
the cream, a uniform result of aroma 
and llavor will be oblaincd. 


This special or individual flavor IB 


whore the creamery or dairy using milk 
produced under one management has 
an advantage over tho co-operative 
plant. Tho value of a uniform high 
llavor has beou generally recognized, 
an J that special bacteria has been soon- 
rated and subjected to pure culture, and 
is furnished to tbo creamery, as yeast la 
to the bakery. Tho glass tube presented 
on the table contains one of the cul- 
tures, Conn's liacilla, 41, and had, 
when fresh, aullicieut strength to inocu- 
late sixty gallons of cream. This 1!. 41 
produces butter with a sweet, clean

When 
the heifer comes into milking she should 
be fed all she can digest of succulent 
food to increase the milk How, for the 
udder is yet plastic, and can be en- 
larged ; while il the young oow ric«iyea 
only dry food she will have a contracted 
milk capacity for llio. To make her a 
persistent milker she should be milked 
continuously for eleven months. Ibo 
importance ol this course of training is 
seen/when we consider that feeding can- 
not increase the amount of butter fat in 
a cow's given quantity of milk; tbe In- 
creaae ol butter must come from the m- 
creaeed quantity of milk. 
In other 


words, qualityor richness seem to come 
rom heredity entirely, while quantity 
comes partly Irom inheritance and 


arlly from training; lor unless the 
raining is careful and proper tho inher- 
ed large flow of milk ia easily lost. 
The feeding of cows for best results is 
ot merely filling their stomacha by 
urnlngtbem into frosted alfalfa fields 
urhig the day and at night giving them 
fork full ol weedy, musty hay. On 
his diet they, like the prodigal son, 
would lain 1111 themselves with hulks, 
but not the milk pail with a generous 
nnply ol rich milk. The cow, as an in- 
vestment, requires seventy-five per cent 
ol all the food she can assimilate lor 
ler own maintenance.
